It is believed that a wider un¬ 
derstanding of the state laws gov¬ 
erning the local school will in a 
large extent lessen the criticism 
and rumors which have been cir¬ 
culating in the community. Mrs. 
C. L. Tartar, chairman, Mrs. Jas. 
Heasley and Mrs. W. C. Gruit 
were the three members of the 
committee appointed by Mrs. R. 
R. Moreland, president of the as¬ 
sociation. 

Two speakers were present from 
the Pasadena council, of which 
Sierra Madre is a member, Mrs. 
E. A. Calvert, former president 
of the local organization, and 
| Mrs. Charles Trowbridge, first 
j vice president. The afternoon 
1 meeting, which followed a morn- 
l ing of inspection of the school by 
the mothers and luncheon in the 
cafeteria, opened with community- 
singing led by Miss Mary Pfahler, 
director of music in the school. 

Mrs. W. E. Pratt presented one 
of her small pupils, Betty Jo Ad¬ 
ams, who is not yet of kinder¬ 
garten age, in a recitation, “Go¬ 
ing With Daddy to the Shaving 
Shop.” The tiny tot showed a 
dramatic aptitude which astonish- 
' ed her audience. 

With the continuation of the 
question box, started at the last 
I meeting, a number of matters 
were cleared in the minds of those 
present, and two questions espe¬ 
cially met with the interest of all. 

The first, “How Can the P.T.A. 
meet and mould public opinion fa¬ 
vorably in regard to the school 
system?” was met with the an¬ 
swer that by informing them¬ 
selves as to the real condition of 
things rumors could be met and 
answered with authority. * 

The second, “Why can not Si- 
jerra Madre have a junior high 
school of its own?” was answer¬ 
ed by reference to the state law 
which imposes certain restrictions 
which Sierra Madre can not meet 
at the present time. 

Further research into the law 
will be made by the committee 
appointed following the discussion. 


Report that the county had run 
out of money with which to com¬ 
plete the channel from the Little 
Santa Anita dam in the Sierra 
Madre canyon and' that a portion 
of the natural channel between 
the end of the concrete wall and 
the dam would be left unprotected 
in case of heavy rains, was con¬ 
tradicted by a recent communica¬ 
tion from E. C. Eaton. 

The present appropriation had 
been used up, but the concrete re¬ 
taining wall will be completed | 
next June, according to the letter. 
In the mean time, in case of any 
floods before then the channel is i 
to be deepened and the debris 
removed so there will be no dan¬ 
ger of overflow. 

The county has allowed $200 of 
the $350 necessary for the work 
of deepening the channel, with 
the understanding that the city 
of Sierra Madre. furnish the bal¬ 
ance. Tuesday night at tho coun¬ 
cil meeting $150 was allowed by 
the city. 

Engineer Eaton recently visited 
the dam, in company with En¬ 
gineers Gierlich and Buck of Si¬ 
erra Madre, and later sent In the 
following report: 

“The county plans to execute 
the following plans: 1st: Carry 
the west wall of the wash a short 
distance upstream from the pres¬ 
ent indicated end of the work and 
build a wing wall to protect the 
road from erosion. 

“2nd: Complete the remaining 
portion of the channel up to the 
dam, commencing early in June. 

“3rd: Immediately cut a train¬ 
ing channel through the pile of 
loose rock below the dam up to a 
cost of $350, providing the city 
of Sierra Madre will stand up to 
$150 of the amount. This for the 
reason that a portion of the loose 
rock mentioned was dumped there 
by action of the city in clearing 
out the tunnel.”

The United States is rapidly be¬ 
coming a “sloganized” nation.

Some of the slogans are over¬ 
worked; others don’t mean any¬ 
thing, for in the final analysis, it’s 
service that counts and slogans

A friend of analytical turn of 
mind stated the other day that 
every business house in town can 
do fifty percent more business 
without adding to its overhead.

(This 
doesn’t mean that there are no 
prosperous business concern in the 
city, for there are many such.)

^ the Izaak Walton League of Southern 
California, declared recently that “moun¬ 
tain lions are thicker this year than since 
the campaign of extermination began.” Mr. 
Howard believes that the lions are respons¬ 
ible for the slaughtering of vastly more 
deer than all the hunters combined. He 
says: 

“The state pays men to hunt mountain 
lions, but there are no lion hunters at pres¬ 
ent working the southern ranges. The lions 
are thicker this year than since the cam¬ 
paign of extermination began. One lion 
will account for fifty full grown deer and 
fawns in a single season. Lions are taking 
vastly more deer out of the forest reserves 
than all the sportsmen of Southern Cali¬ 
fornia combined. 

“Lions, not hunters, have driven the deer 
from the reserve. There is a bounty of $20 
on male lions, $30 on females, $2.50 on 
coyotes, foxes and wildcats, but the region | 
is not being cared for by the state.”
